Death crash 
pilot unfit 

to fly, inquest 
is told ۰ 


The pilot of an Amerîcak 
Second World War light bomber 
that crashed ar a Biggin Hill air 
display last September, killing 
the seven peonle on board, had 
a history of psychiatric illness 
and should nor have been fly- 
ing, a doctor said at the inquest 
into the incident at Croydon 
yesterday. 

Dr Anthony Hall, consultant 
physician at the Hospital for 
Tropical Diseagus, St Pancras, 
London, said thc Ciyil Aviation 
Authority “should nor have 
passed him as fıt [or flying. I 
think it is shocking." 

He had once giveu Lhe pilot, 
Mr Donald Bullock, aged 8 of 
Prince Albert Drive, Wimble- 
don, London, a certificate say- 
ing he was upfit from flying 
from January ro March, 1976. 
“ Now I wish that 1 had given 
him a certificate saying I 
thought he was unfit for ever.” 

Dr Hall, who tre:ıted Mr Bul 
lock in 1975 and 1976, said Mr 
BuHock had suffered from 
depression for many ¥ears, Mr 
Bullock had come 1o him origin- 
ally because he thought he had 
some physical disea.e. . 

“He wis worritcd he had 
acquired syphihs iı Peru. He 
was very worried ibout dan- 
druff ”, Dr Hall suid.

Mr Mark Campbell, of Out- 
wood, Surrey, said he was help- 
ing to organize the aircraft at 
the display. Mr Bullock had 
told him be was fed up because 
he had asked for extra time for 
his display and had been 
refused. “ He wanted to do a 
barrel roll.” 2 

Mr oJin Knight, of the CAA 
airworthiness division, said that 
the aircraft,. an Invader regis- 
tered ‘in the United States and 
mot in Britain, had air certifi 
cation for survey work.

Dr Dayid Paul, the North

Precautions 
Act, 1971, which gives fire ser- 
vicès the right to enforce 
certain precautions on rhe run- 
ning of public buildings. 

Conducting an inquest inro 
nine of rhe 10 deaths of women 
in the hostel at Salusbury Road, 
Kilburn, on last March 18, Dr 
Paul said that a hostel bad 
never been officially defined 
and was among those buildings 
designated by the Home Secre- 
tary to come under the Act. 

Addressing’ he jury, he said : 
“It would seem that the spur 
and urgency of this newsworthy 
tragedy Jost its impetus. I will 
see that a recommendation goes 
to the departmert responsible 
for the inclusion of hostels 
under this Act" 

He had criticized the London 
Borough of Brent, while recog- 
nizing that it had not failed ia 
its statutory duties. “ There is 
a maze of law behind which 
can be found shelter ”, he said. 
He hoped his recommendation 
and one from the borough 
ould speed clarification of the 
law. .

On History 
By Fernand Braudel

Fernand Braudel is one of the 
greatest historians alive, and if 
I1 could preserve only one 
piece of publishing, or indeed 
literature, from the 1970s, it 
would probably be The Medi- 
terranean and the Mediter- 
ranean World in the Age of 
Thilip FI (now a Fontana 
paperback, two volumes, £3.50 
each) few ` other works of 
schatarship or the imagination 
‘bring us sa close to the living 
presence of our ancestors Or 
reconstruct so brilliantly the 
resaurces and world-view avail- 
able to, and shared ùy, the 
heroes of both statemanship 
and art. 

On History is a collection of 
articles and book reviews 
written for Frerch learned 
journals, chiefly the celebrated 
Annales, between 1944 and 
1963—throughout the period, 
that is to say, when Braudel 
was working on the first ('49) 
end second {°66) editions of 
his masterpiece. They were 
first gathered in book form in 
1969, but even as Ecrits sur

Hare you heard of an organ 
3zation called Family Forum ? 
No ? That is hardly surprising. 
Jt has received almost na 
Publicity. But its birth is a talê 
worth telling ta illustrate haw 
1o tap public resources by 
brandishing a word that (iti its 
çcnmmon meaning) has every- 
. hody’s approval, and then th 
promote sûcial change by re- 
defining rhe words meaning. 
„. Family Forum seems to have 
had irs origin in what was 
called the National Council of 
Social Services (NCSS) now the 
National Council for Voluntary 
Organizations (NCVO), a long. 
sranding body with the impec- 
cable Erie abjective of pro- 
moting voluntary action. 

According to the 1977-78 
annual report of the NCSS,. a 
meeting bad been convenrcd to 
discuss “the place of rhe 
family ™. Ir was chaired by Mr 
Peter Botromley, MP, wha he- 
came chairman of a steering 
committee with representatives 
on it of various vofuutary ad 
statutory bodies. 

“The committee came inin 
being ”, the report records, “to 
discuss whether a family more- 
mebt should be launched iu Bri- 
tain” and the sort of structure 
„and programme it should have. 
"“ As a working definition, it was 
ngreed that a family was a 
household with a dependant or 
dependants and/or a rroup of 
peaple fulfilling family func- 
tions.” (Please rcad that again ; 
several times if you can bear 
it) 

Sa Family Farum was 
launched, and one of irs organ- 
izers" earliest preoccupatinns 
was defining what ir would 
mean by the “family ™. One of 
its most active members from 


the start was .Mr Alastair 
Service of the Family. Piaaning 
Association and formerly 


lobbyist of the Abortion Law 
Reform Association. . 

At a meeting on January 23, 
1979, he .is reported fo haye 
abserred that it “ would be 
dangerous if we sought a close 
definition of .the family.” It 
wa§, be said, very important 
“that we should define it as 
widely as possible, if at all.” 

At a meeting of the Family 
Forum organizing committee on 
„January 22, 1980, plans for an 
inaugural meeting were made, 
a promise of £20,000 by the 
Carnegie Trust was announced, 
the rnechanics of child benefit 
were considered and at tbe head. 
of suggestions for future activi 
ties was “To take up issues 
such as * Contraception and Lhe 
Under 16s’ and also a much 
wider range of issues.” 

The same afternoon, an open 
meeting was held by Family 
Forum to discuss the provision 
uf contraceptives for children 
below the age of consent, bodies 
representing hoth sides of the 
argument being present. This 
was, af the time when Mir 
Patrick Jenkin, the Social Ser- 
vices Secretary, was contemr- 
plating moderating the DHŞS 
memorandum which virtually 
Jiceosed doctors to prescribe rhe 
pill to giriş below the legal age 
without tellmg their parents. 

One interesting incident at 
a Faniily Forum meeting on 
the subject was the production 
cf a letter fro mthe Mothers' 
Union (apparently prepared by 
Ms Anne Hopkinson, chairman 
of the MU’s social problems 
committee) supporting keeping, 
tie DHSS memorandum un- 
changed. This . intervention 
seems by no means (O Corm- 
mand general assent in the 
Mothers’ Union. 

On September 10, 1980, the 
inaugural meetiig ofl Family 
Forum was held at the Houşe 
ûf Commons. Among those who 
“ endorsed the Constitution on 
bshal’ of their organizations 
and so became ‘founder mem- 
bers ™” were the representatives 
nf such well-known pro-Family 
groups as thie Family Plarning 
Association and the Campaign 
far Homosexua! Equality, as 
well as Ms Anne Hopkinson for 
the Mothers’ Union. . 

The scene was now set for 
the first annual general meet- 
ing. It was addressed by none 
c:her_ than the Chancellor of 
he Ezchequer, Sir Geoffrey

IN THE CONTEXT OF NATO - 


The Government has announced 
a programmeê of defence econo- 
mies which will enable it to 


prune spending on the Armed 
Forces by £200m during the 
uext financial year. The pro- 
gramme is, not yet complete, but 
most of the big decisions have 
been taken for the time being— 
which is a phrase worth append- 
ing in the prevailing economic 


climate. 
The Royal Navy and the Royal 
Marines are the most dis- 


appointed, followed closely by 
the RAF. By and Jarge, however, 
the thinking behind the cuts has 
been sensible enough, given that 
any have to be made. The theme 
has clearly been to save the new 
equipment due to be introduced 
during the 1980s, either by 
deferring programmes or at the 
expense of older systems, which 
will be phased out more quickly.

THE GULF WITHOUT THE HOSTAGES 


It will be some time before the 
full impact of this week’s events 
is felt. But even at this stage it 
is clear that the release of the 
hostages has removed an impedi- 
ment around which the struggle 
for power inside Iran has swirled 
for the past fifteen months. The 
American Embassy and its occu- 
pants becarne ‘the focus tor a 
frenzied anti-Americanism which 
the more pragmatic of Iran’s 
revolutiouary, leaders were 
powerless to prevent, and which 
became an obstacle to rational 
policies, 

The removal of that obstacle 


seems bound to benefit President . 


Bani-Sadr and his associates, 
combined perhaps with the more 
flexible elements within the 
clergy-dominated Islamic Repub- 
Jican Party. The result may well 
eventually be a more stable 
goverment .in Tehran. Ever 
since the overthrow of the Shah 
two years ago, Iran has suffered 
from Jack of central control. The 
only man to wield almost 
unquestioned authority has been 
the Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The Iranian economym~-as 
President Bani-Sadr has argued 
all along—has been grievously 
damaged by isolationist policies, 
including the loss of oil revenues. 
Above all, Iran’s weakness has 
been, glaringly revealed by the 
war with Iraq. Their military 
equipment is almost entirely 
American. The Iranian Armv—of 
which President Bani-Sadr is 
Commander-in-Chief—has grown 
increasingly. frustrated by the 
prevailing anarchy, and alarmed 
by the non-replacement of 
diminishing spare parts and 
ammunition.

President Ronald Reagan told 
his first Cabinet meeting at the 
White House today: “ We've 
got to get contro} of rhe budget. 
It is out of control.” 

Mr David Srockmnan, the new 
Budget Director, outlined the 
ways in which the President 
intends to trim the budget ir 
rhe first derailed account of the 
new administration’s plans. 

Mir Stockman said that an 
unprecedented programme 
would be announced shortly 
that would “shock and’ shift ” 
the whole course of the Ameri- 
can economy. 2 

He left na doubt that the 
budger changes will be sweep- 
ing. corering every aspect of 
public expenditure and taxation. 

The future control of the 
budget can only be secured 
wirhio the framework of a Jong 
term broad economic plar. Mr 
‘Stockman said that a part of 
this plan had to be the mainten- 
ance of tight money policies and 
any wavering in its anti-infla- 
tion policies by the Federal 
Reserve Board would have. a 
damaging effect on the econom. 
as a whole,
